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Spring Retreat Celebrates Changes 


The CSZ Spring Retreat is just around 
the corner. We will be going away for a 
wonderful weekend of talking, praying, 
singing, chatting and napping at Camp 
Swig in Saratoga, April 4-6. The regis- 
tration deadline is March 14, and we 
expect to be crowded, so reserve a space 
soon! 

Coming just a few weeks before Pass- 
over, the weekend is titled “Our 
Community in Transition.” We will ex- 
plore the transitions of Passover (slavery 
to freedom; Egypt to the desert; chu- 
metz to matzah), those of our 
community (Danvers Street to Dolores 
Street; Rabbi Kahn to Rabbi Bergadine 
to ??; changes in lay leadership) and 
personal transitions (job; relationships; 
partnerships; new opportunities; chil- 
dren; maturing; loss). There will be 
workshop alternatives for the spiritu- 
ally-minded and for those who are not. 
We will also have plenty of time to talk, 
walk, laugh, sing (including around the 
campfire), nap, play and pray. This is a 
chance to deepen your spiritual rela- 
tionship to change in your life and in 
the life of your community, to examine 
how your Jewish values do or might 
affect your approach to transitions, to 
build a sense of community and-ex- 
tended family, and to have fun. 

One of our retreat’s most unique char- 
acteristics is the sense of community that 
is forged among a very diverse group of 
people. As those who have attended pre- 
vious weekends can attest, our retreat is 
an amazing blend of singles mixer and 
family get-together. At the very same 
weekend in September, one man found 
romance, while two lesbians, a mixed-gen- 
der couple and a gay man discussed the 
relative merits of public and private school 
for their kids. Whether you are single or 
partnered, have kids or don’t especially 
revel in them, whatever your sexual pref- 
erence, you'll find people like you, and 
people supporting you, at our retreat. 

In addition to the programming for 
adults, Kadimah will meet at Camp Swig 
that weekend. Thus, there will be ex- 
tended Jewish-related activities for kids 
and teens. We will also have some inter- 


generational activities available. Child- 
care is available for younger children at 
no extra cost. 

Camp Swig is the Reform Movement’s 
camp for kids in Northern California. 
Accommodations are rustic camp-style 
cabins, sleeping 6-10 people in bunk 
beds with a shared bathroom and a 
shower. All accommodations have heat 
and electrical outlets. A small number 
of “faculty cabins” will be available for 
families with small children and people 
with special needs. Please prepare your- 
self for seasonal weather; the camp is in 
the foothills, and it gets colder than in 
the city. You will need to bring a sleep- 
ing bag or sheets and blankets, and 
towels, as these are not provided. The 
Ritz it’s not, but the beautiful woods, 
amazing sanctuary and friendly com- 
pany make it all worthwhile. This time 
we are asking each attendee to put in 
one hour, before or during the week- 
end, to support our community and 
ensure that the weekend runs smoothly. 

Cost for the weekend (including ac- 
commodations and food) are ona sliding 
scale as follows: adults $130-110; youth 
(13-18) $95-80; kids (3-12) $70-55; under 
three free. Some scholarships are avail- 
able; call the office for more information. 
Scholarship requests must be made by 
the March 14 deadline. 

You will be receiving a registration 
form shortly. Remember, get it in soon— 
those who procrastinate may find the 
weekend has sold out. If you have any 
questions, please call Tiela Chalmers at 
431-4312.

A Campaign, a Building, a Challenge

Mishkan Dolores! The campaign is in 
full bloom. $1.3 million is a lot of money 
to raise. It is a nice story. Thirty-five 
people have already volunteered to help 
raise those funds so 
it will have a happy 
ending! 

Mishkan Dolores 
—the building on 
Dolores Street—is 
presenting design 
challenges. Shall 
the sanctuary be on 
the first level and 
the education, 
meeting and social spaces be on the up- 
per level? Or shall the community and 
education rooms be at ground level, and 
then we ascend to the sanctuary? Shall 
we open the roof to the light of the sun 
and stars? What can we imagine and 
what can we actually do? 

Mishkan Dolores—the campaign— 
challenges each of us to open our 
pocketbooks to pledge an amount that 
indeed is a stretch, payable over five 
years, so that all this can happen! 
Mishkan Dolores—the building—chal- 
lenges us to examine our ritual and spiri- 
tual values in order to provide ourselves 
with a dwelling place to enclose and 
nurture these values. 

Every decision we make is a reflec- 
tion of our Sha’ar Zahav values. We will 
engage all the membership in the deci- 
sion-making. We will hold community 
meetings with our architect to get input 
from the membership. Our designers 
and the design committee will work with 
all the committees who will have active 
use of the building to learn their needs, 
how they work and how the building 
can be used to help them work better. 
For example, our Judaica gift shop will 
not be an afterthought but will be inte- 
grated into the building design. Our li- 
brary will bea space for study, reflection 
and history. Our adult education and 
kadimah board will be challenged to 
make plans that will satisfy our current 
and future needs. Our administrative 
and rabbinical offices will be designed 
for ease of work, confidentiality and 
communication. Our ritual committee 
has already begun to discuss the spiri- 
tual and liturgical aspects of our sanctu- 


ary design.

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To raise money, design and construct 
our synagogue: this is the first time any 
of us have done such things. We bought 
Danvers Street complete. We removed a 
few religious symbols from the former 
Mormon Church it was, and set about 
dedicating the space as a synagogue. 
Then, by our presence in body and spirit, 
we made it our synagogue. This time at 
Mishkan Dolores, we raise money in 
order to build, design and create the 
entrance and all the interior ritual, edu- 
cational and social spaces. Mishkan 
Dolores is ours from the moment we 
voted to make it so! Mishkan Dolores 
will be a statement of our values for 
everyone to see!

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Capital Campaign And New Building Purchase Effort Makes Great 
Progress!!! 


Since the congregational meeting in late December, when we decided to buy our new building, much has been 
accomplished. We have already received pledges of $450,275, more than one third of the way towards our goal 
of $1.3 million! The Congregational vote also launched us on an enormous amount of time-sensitive work. 


Financing: Our first deadline is to pull together our financing. Our application for conventional financing, at 
10%, continues to look good. We are also, as you know, working closely with the Hebrew Free Loan 
Association and the Jewish Community Federation (and their Endowment Fund) to try to secure low- or no- 
interest financing for some if not all of the cost of this project. 


Permits: We are also working closely with the San Francisco Planning Department. Our contract with the seller 
of the building requires that we obtain a conditional use permit from the City, allowing us to use the building as a 
synagogue, by May. The prospects are encouraging, but there is a lot of work to be done to actually get the 
permit. As you may recall, our escrow will not close until anywhere from 15 to 90 days after we have obtained 
the conditional use permit. At that point, we can begin construction. At that same time, escrow will close on 
Danvers Street, and we will begin renting back our old building. We will be permitted to do that for up to four 
months. If, as we expect, we need another month or two to complete construction, we will need to find a 
temporary location in the interim; we have already begun work on finding such a temporary location. 


Design: The Architecture and Design subcommittee, appointed by president David Stein, has been hard at work 
interviewing several top-notch architects who bid on our project. We are proud to announce that they have just, 
as of this writing, selected the highly accomplished John Goldman. We will have more information for you about 
John in the next month’s Forward, including opportunities to meet and talk with John, as well as further 
explanation of the entire design process. 


Member_Outreach: We hope to engage every member of the congregation in this historic campaign. We have 
just trained 30 volunteers who will be talking with you over the next few months about pledging money and 
volunteering time to this effort. Our goal is to completely pay for the building in five years. Your pledge may be 
payable in one sum, or over as many as five years, in monthly, quarterly or annual installments. Everyone who 
contributes will receive equal recognition in a special way. 


Benefit Recital: On March 9, 1997, at 4 p.m. at CSZ, our member Randy Weiss will present a recital as a 
benefit for Mishkan Dolores. More information about this unique event can be found elsewhere in this month’s 
Gaily Forward. 


Raffle: Expect big and exciting prizes, as well as a fabulous raffle event to support Mishkan Dolores. You can 
help by volunteering to sell tickets to your friends, family, colleagues, and anyone else who has trapped you into 
buying a raffle ticket before, not to mention buying a few for yourself!
